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In  centuries  past,  the  thimble  was 
considered  a  love  token  and  even  a  se¬ 
cret  kiss.  Barries  enthusiasts  will  recall 
the  misunderstanding  which  arose  be¬ 
tween  Peter  Pan  and  Little  Wendy,  which 
resulted  in  Peter  giving  her  "thimbles," 
meaning  kisses. 

Thimbles  were  manufactured  in 
gold,  silver  and  common  metal  with 
loving  sayings  around  the  band.  "For¬ 
get  Me  Not,",  "Love  Always  Faithful," 
"From  A  Friend,"  and  "Mizpah"  are 
some  of  the  setiments  found  on  early 
love  token  thimbles.  Mizpah  is  first  men¬ 
tioned  in  Genesis  31:49  and  subsequently 
referred  to  in  the  Old  Testament  at  least 
a  dozen  times.  Roughly  translated,  it 
means,  "May  the  Lord  keep  an  eye  on  us 
while  we  are  separated  from  each  other." 
The  original  giver  of  this  old  thimble 
must  have  wanted  to  relay  the  now  age¬ 
less  prayer  that  God  watch  over  the 
receiver  and  the  giver  while  they  were 
apart. 

Love  Token  Thimbles  were  made  in 
England,  Continental  Europe  and  the 
United  States.  Thimbles  with  angel  faces 
and  wings  were  manufactured  by  sev¬ 
eral  companies.  The  reverse  side  of  one 
shows  a  heart  over  a  crossed  sword  and 

anchor,  signify¬ 
ing  Faith,  Hope 
and  Charity.  The 
silver  thimble 
showing  cupid 
towing  a  banner 
was  made  by  the 
Goldsmith  Stem 
Company,  New 
York  during  the 


early  part  of 
the  20th  cen¬ 
tury.  The  pat¬ 
tern  name, 

"Cupid  Spe¬ 
cial"  is 
stamped  in¬ 
side  the  cap. 

The  Ketchum  and  McDougall  Com¬ 
pany  of  New  York  manufactured 
thimbles  between  1832  and  1932.  Style 
#80  shown  in  their  catalogs  issued  be¬ 
tween  1918  and  1926  was  called  Cher¬ 
ubs.  It  shows  cupid  with  wings  and  was 
priced  at  $5  each  for  one  made  of  14k 
gold. 

In  days  of  yore,  proper  etiquette  did 
not  permit  a  young  swain  to  give  his 
lady-love  any  gift  that  was  too  personal, 
such  as  jewelry  or  clothing.  The  thimble, 
an  everyday  tool  of  necessity  to  the  life¬ 
style  during  years  gone  by,  somehow 
bridged  this  rule  of  etiquette.  Paintings 
of  lovers  often  showed  the  young  lady 
sewing.  Fancy  needlework  was  a  sign  of 
a  woman  of  culture  and  status.  "Hands 
Off"  was  the  rule  of  the  day  and  the 
artists  communicated  the  love  through 
the  eyes  of  his  subjects. 

Though  most  of  the  Love  Token 
thimbles  found  in  the  antique  markets 
today  show  signs  of  wear  from  many 
years  of  use,  every  so  often  one  will  be 
found  in  absolutely  mint  condition.  We 
can  only  muse  about  the  reason  for  this. 
Could  the  thimble  be  a  gift  from  a  secret 
lover?  More  likely  it  was  a  gift  that  did 
not  fit  the  finger  of  the  recipient.  One 
such  thimble  is  a  14k  gold  "Cupid"  pat-

tern  with  three  diamonds.  This  design 
was  patented  in  1905  by  Henry 
Weihman.  The  design  patent  was  as¬ 
signed  to  the  Simons  Company  of  Phila¬ 
delphia.  The  Simons  Company,  estab¬ 
lished  in  1839,  is  the  only  manufacturer 
of  silver  and  gold  thimbles  in  the  United 
States  today. 

The  1900  Sears  Roebuck  catalog  of¬ 
fered  a  heart-shaped  embroidery  set  with 
sterling  silver  tools.  Although  the 
thimble  in  the  set  appears  to  be  rather 
plain,  the  set  itself  would  be  a  "Love 
Token"  gift. 

The  noblest  of  the  "Love  Token" 
thimbles  is  the  handmade  whale  tooth 
scrimshaw  thimble.  These  were  made 
by  crewmen  of  whalers  during  their  two 
or  three  year  voyages.  No  one  knows  the 
definite  origin  of  this  art.  Some  link  it 
with  the  ancient  art  of  Oriental  ivory 
carving.  Others  associated  it  with  Eski¬ 
mos  working  on  ivory  or  bone,  or  Indi¬ 
ans  of  the  Caribbean  and  South  America. 
There  was  said  to  have  been  an  unwrit¬ 
ten  law  that  the  lower  jaw  of  a  sperm 
whale  with  its  teeth  belonged  to  the 
crew.  A  good  size  sperm  had  approxi¬ 
mately  50  teeth  measuring  from  4  to  10 
inches  long,  all  in  the  lower  jaw.  The 
sailors  passed  away  the  boredom  of  long 
stretches  scrimshawing  these  teeth.  The 
smallest  of  the  teeth  lent  themselves  in 
size  and  shape  to  be  made  into  a  thimble. 
Few  of  these  pieces  are  dated,  but  it  can 
be  assumed  that  this  folk  art  was  prac¬ 
ticed  during  the  golden  era  of  whaling 
from  1825  to  1865. 


Although  the  practice  of  a  gentle¬ 
man  giving  a  "Love  Token"  thimble  to 
his  lady  ceased  during  the  20th  century, 
manufacturers  continued  to  make  them. 
The  20th  century  English  celluloid 
thimble  with  transfer  picture  shows  cu- 
pid  with  banner  and  garlands.  Modem 
porcelain  and  bisque  thimbles  with  pic¬ 
tures  of  cupid  are  being  made  today,  but 
their  shape  and  size  tend  to  be  more  a 
collectible  rather  than  a  working  sewing 
tool. 


The  1900  Sears  Roebuck  catalogue 
offered  a  heart  shaped  embroidery  set 
for  $1.40.

TOKENS  FROM  MY 
COLLECTION 


The  ultimate  love  token  in  my  col¬ 
lection  is  a  ring  made  from  a  1927  George 
V  penny.  It  is  smooth,  7  millimeters 
wide  and  a  diameter  of  20  millimeters. 
On  the  inside  the  year  1927  and  the 
letters  ONE  PENNY  are  still  clearly  vis¬ 
ible.  How  was  it  made?  I  have  my  own 
theory,  but  perhaps  someone  with  a 
better  knowledge  of  metalworking  has 
a  different  idea? 

I  think  that  the  penny  was  put  in  a 
lathe  and  clamped  tight  on  both  sides. 
The  edges  were  then  forced  inwards  to 
form  a  kind  of  bell  shape.  The  bottom  of 
the  "bell"  was  then  cut  off,  after  which 
the  ring  was  smoothed  and  polished. 


Evidence  for  this  method  is,  that  the  ring 
weighs  4.7  grams,  which  is  only  52%  of 
its  original  weight.  Furthermore  the  vis¬ 
ible  text  on  the  inside  corresponds  ex¬ 
actly  with  that  of  the  outer  rim  of  the 
coin.  Obviously  the  value  as  a  gift  was 
not  the  price  of  the  coin  but  the  time  and 
energy  used  to  make  it. 

Other  items  to  which  I  would  like  to 
draw  your  attention  are  coins  with  a 
semi  precious  stone  set  in.  I  have  a  Vic¬ 
torian  farthing  dated  1897,  which  is  in 
perfect  condition,  with  a  suspension  ring 
attached  to  it.  A  small  blue  stone  has 
been  set  in  a  depression  in  the  shape  of 
a  six-pointed  star.  It  was  undoubtedly 
done  by  a  good  craftsman.  Curiously 
enough  I  also  found  a  Victorian 


threepenny  piece  of  the  same  year  with 
a  small  hole  for  the  ring  and  a  star¬ 
shaped  impression  which  once  must

have  contained  a  stone.  It  seems  to  me 
that  in  1897  several,  if  not  many  of  these 
items  were  made.  A  love  token?  I  am  not 
sure.  The  year  1897  happened  to  be  the 
60th  anniversary  of  Queen  Victoria's 
reign. 

Curious  still  is  a  mint  George  III 
crown  dated  1818,  through  which  a  4 
millimeter  wide  hole  has  been  drilled 
right  through,  into  which  an  opal  stone 
has  been  cemented.  A  suspension  ring 
has  been  soldered  on.  Common  sense 
tells  me  that  this  token  was  made  shortly 
after  this  coin  was  minted.  It  was  the 
first  year  that  a  coin  with  Pistrucci's 
famous  engraving  of  St.  George  was 
minted  so  it  must  have  been  a  novelty. 
Secondly  a  coin  of  this  type,  in  this  con¬ 
dition  nowadays  has  a  catalogue  value 
of  $550!  Even  the  most  ardent  lover 
would  hesitate  for  a  moment  before  drill¬ 
ing  a  hole  through  such  a  coin,  espe¬ 
cially  when  he  happens  to  be  a  numis¬ 
matist!

She  might  be  1 10  years  old  and  all  green,  but  to  millions  of  us  she 
is  the  most  beautiful  lady  in  the  world. 

She  is  the  Statue  of  Liberty  and  this  token  depicting  her  was 
engraved  sometime  after  her  dedication  on  Oct.  28, 1886. 

The  statue  was  sculpted  by  Bartholdi,,  with  the  interior  structural 
framework  by  Eiffel  of  Paris  Tower  fame. 

The  people  of  France  raised  the  funds  for  the  statue  and  the 
Americans  subscribed  for  the  cost  of  the  base  which  was  designed  by 
Richard  Morris  Hunt. 

This  token  is  the  forerunner  of  many  medals  elongated  coins, 
souvenirs  and  other  exonumia  relating  to  the  statue  through  her 
history.

I  would  like  to  respond  to  Paul 
Harthoom 's  interesting  item  about  a  ring 
he  owns  that  was  made  from  a  1927 
George  V  penny.  Over  the  past  20  years 
I  have  made  numerous  rings  from  silver 
coins  by  a  method  said  to  have  been 
developed  by  sailors  whiling  away  their 
time  at  sea.  This  process  involves 
standing  the  coin  on  its  edge  and 
pounding  away  at  it  with  a  stainless 
steel  spoon  until  your  fingers  develop 
large,  painful  blisters.  The  incessant 
noise  this  produces  will  ensure  that  no 
one  bothers  you  while  you  work. 

This  pounding  forces  down  the  metal 
on  the  edge  and  spreads  it  outward 
from  the  middle,  which  is  similar  to  the 
flaring  of  the  pounded  end  of  a  chisel 
(see  diagram).  Once  the  coin  has  been 
reduced  to  the  desired  diameter,  one  or 
more  holes  are  drilled  in  the  center 
portion,  and  a  rat-tail  file  is  used  to 
remove  the  remaining  metal  and  to  make 
a  single  round  hole  of  the  correct  finger 
size.  The  resulting  ring  has  a  smooth 
exterior,  and  on  the  inside  shows  the 
lettering  remaining  from  both  sides  near 
the  rim,  and  has  a  band  in  the  center 
where  the  remaining  coin  was  filed 
away.  The  lettering  is  not  deformed  by 
the  pounding,  and  is  just  as  easy  to  read 
as  it  was  on  the  original  coin. 

I  currently  wear  a  beautiful,  broad 


silver  ring  that  I  made  from  a  1959  (my 
birth  year)  Franklin  half-dollar.  Because 
of  the  amount  of  metal  that  must  be 
moved  for  such  a  large  coin,  I  used  a 
hammer  instead  of  a  spoon,  but  with 
smaller  coins  this  is  unad  visable  because 
it  can  leave  an  uneven  surface  unless 
you  have  a  steady  hand  and  some 
experience.  My  ring  took  about  12  hours 
of  pounding,  but  a  woman's  ring  can  be 
made  from  a  silver  dime  in  about  half 
this  time,  and  it  should  be  even  easier 
with  a  gold  coin.  Because  of  the  amount 
of  labor  involved,  these  rings  truly  are 
"love  tokens"  as  far  as  I  am  concerned.

In  many  parts  of  the  country, 
spring  has  finally  arrived!  What  a 
relief!  Summer  is  waiting  in  the 
wings!  To  the  Love  Token  Society, 
summer  means  ANA  annual  con¬ 
vention  and  our  annual  Society 
business  meeting,  and  this  year  elec¬ 
tion  of  officers.  This  year  the  con¬ 
vention  will  be  held  in  Denver,  Colo¬ 
rado.  I  have  sent  in  my  hotel  reser¬ 
vation,  and  have  my  plane  reserva¬ 
tions  both  ways.  This  convention  is 
going  to  be  a  crucial  time  for  me,  as 
it  will  he  my  first  experience  travel¬ 
ing  by  air  with  a  motorized  wheel¬ 
chair.  I  have  had  it  now  about  a 
month  but  cannot  use  it  very  much 
at  home,  as  my  house  is  an  old  one 
and  the  doorways  and  halls  are  too 
narrow  to  make  a  90°  turn,  so  I  am 
confined  to  using  it  only  on  one  side 
of  the  house  (being  a  bungalow).  I 
also  have  difficulty  getting  one  side 
of  the  it  out  and  into  the  house,  as 
there  are  7  steps  both  front  and 
back,  and  the  top  step  is  a  wide  plat¬ 
form  step.  I  have  to  take  it  apart  to 
get  it  into  and  out  of  the  car.  Of 
course  all  this  will  be  unnecessary 
when  I  move  into  the  Home  I  am 
going  into.  There  is  a  handicap  ramp 
to  enter  the  building,  and  all  seven 
buildings  are  interconnecting  on 
all  four  floors  and  a  number  of 
elevators  throughout  to  get  from 
one  floor  to  another.  All  hallways 
are  very  wide,  and  wheelchairs  are 
very  commonplace — both  manual 
and  electric.  It  is  a  fabulous  place. 
They  do  everything  for  me.  Each 
floor  in  each  building  has  it's  own 
diningroom,  solarium,  and  parlor.  I 
can  take  my  car,  have  my  own  park¬

The  following  is  a  short  reply  to 
Mr.  James  Sparks  note  about  "Rings  & 
Things".  I  find  it  most  rewarding  when 
people  respond  to  items  published  in 
Love  Letter.  It  is  an  excellent  way  to 
further  our  knowledge  of  such  inter¬ 
esting  subjects. 

I  have  seen  the  result  of  the  method 
to  make  rings  from  coins  as  described 
by  James  Sparks  in  the  June  '96  Love 
Letter.  Old  (and  worn)  so-called  cart¬ 
wheel  pennies  were  often  used.  These 
are  made  from  pure  copper  which  is 
soft,  but  the  rings  made  from  these 
coins  are  rather  coarse. 

Another  curious  item  in  my  col¬ 
lection  is  probably  made  by  the  same 
method.  A  George  HI  halfpenny  (1770- 
1772),  which  normally  has  a  diameter 
of  28  mm.,  has  been  reduced  in  size  to 
19  mm.  by  hammering  (spooning?) 
the  edge.  The  thickness  of  the  rim  is 
now  5  mm.  and  is  smooth  like  the 
surface  of  a  ring.  On  one  side  part  of 
Britannia  is  clearly  visible  (that's  why 
the  coin  is  identifiable  as  a  George  IE 
halfpenny)  but  instead  of  drilling  and 
filing  the  inner  part  of  the  coin  to 
produce  a  ring,  the  rim  is  wrapped 
around  a  silver  James  II  fourpenny  bit 
(1686-1688),  in  such  a  way  that  the 
silver  coin  and  the  farthing  are  irre¬ 
trievably  joined  together.  As  a  further 
attraction  the  rim  is  decorated  with 
small  indentations. 

There  are  no  marks  to  identify  this 
item  as  a  love  token,  but  what  else 
could  it  be?

While  this  July  -  August  issue  of  the  newsletter  may  not 
qualify  as  "fashionably  late",  the  good  news  is  that  all  the  LTS 
officers  were  able  to  attend  and  meet  each  other  at  the  ANA 
Convention  in  Denver  -  August  13  - 17, 1996.  The  time  away 
caused  a  delay  in  publication,  but  officers  were  able  to  share 
many  ideas  while  together  in  one  place.  A  brief  summary  of 
the  annual  LTS  meeting  follows: 

The  24th  Annual  meeting  of  the  Love  Tokens  Society  was  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  105th  Annual  Convention  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  at  the  Denver  Convention  Center  at  4:00 
pm  on  Friday ,  August  16th,  1996.  Approximately  seventeen  were  in 
attendance. 

The  meeting  opened  with  President  Lloyd  L.  Entenmann 
welcoming  all  present  and  thanking  them  for  their  support.  A 
discussion  followed  regarding  various  incentives  or  options  that 
might  help  increase  current  society  membership.  Two  suggestions 
that  will  be  implemented  immediately  include  making  information  on 
several  different  slide  presentations  available  to  members  for  promo¬ 
tional  uses  (details  on  this  in  the  next  newsletter)  and  providing 
information  cards  on  LTS  to  ANA  staff  so  that  they  can  be  sent  out 
on  the  national  level  when  someone  requests  a  ANA  sponsored  slide 
set.  It  was  concluded  that  good  public  relations  would  increase 
membership  potential  rather  than  expensive  advertising. 

Sid  Gale,  LTS  Vice  President,  was  complimented  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  for  his  efficient  preparation  of  tokens  for  newsletter  sales  as  well 
as  orchestrating  handling  of  the  new  mail  bid  procedure  for  coin 
sales.  A  motion  to  continue  with  the  current  mail  bid  auction  rules 
and  procedures  was  made  and  approved.  It  was  also  decided  that 
there  would  be  an  in-person  LTS  Coin  auction  at  ANA  next  year  in 
New  York.  A  similar  type  auction  (240  lots)  in  Cincinnati  in  1988, 
created  an  environment  of  lively,  spirited  bidding  with  over  100 
people  in  attendance. 

The  last  item  on  the  agenda  was  an  election  of  officers  for  the 
calendar  years  of  1997  and  1998.  Due  to  health  constraints,  Lloyd 
is  not  sure  how  long  he  can  continue  as  President,  but  would  like  to 
complete  the  next  two  year  term  if  possible.  Sid  Gale,  as  Vice 
President  will  assist  Lloyd.  The  present  slate  of  LTS  officers  was 
nominated  and  unanimously  elected.

A  Love  Token  Tea 

Strainer 


To  many  of'  us,  we  think  that 
Love  Tokens  are  "our  cup  of  tea".  But,  to 
one  lucky  19th  Century  German  Lady,  it 
was  more  than  just  an  expression! 

You  see,  her  bracelet  was  trans¬ 
formed  into  a  tea  strainer.  Many  differ¬ 
ent  objects  such  as  pins,  bracelets,  etc. 
are  often  seen  with  Love  Tokens.  How¬ 
ever,  household  objects  were  also  made; 
such  as  napkin  rings,  pin  cushions,  pic¬ 
ture  frames,  and  other  small  items. 

The  strainer  was  probably  made  by 
a  professional  jeweler  with  coins  sup¬ 
plied  by  the  customer.  The  framework  is 
silver,  but  I  could  not  find  any  silver¬ 
smith  or  quality  marks.  The  coins  circle 
the  strainer  and  go  along  the  handle.  It  is 
made  of  16  coins  -  -  -  one  is  from  Hanover 
and  15  are  20  Pfennig  German  pieces. 
The  coins  have  2  or  3  holes  each  and  no 
attempt  was  made  to  repair  them,  as  I 
can  see  quite  clearly  that  it  was  once  a 
bracelet. 

The  inscriptions  are  in  German  and 
are  typical  family  titles  such  as  mama, 
papa,  aunt,  uncle,  grandmother,  etc.  One 


says  "With  God"  and  another  was  given 
by  the  wife  of  a  doctor,  because  in  Ger¬ 
man,  the  wife  of  a  doctor  has  the  title 
"Frau  Dr."  instead  of  Mrs.  as  would  be 
used  in  the  United  States. 


The  strainer  is  gilt  all  over  except  for 
the  coins  which  are  silver,  and  creates  a 
nice  contrast.  The  back  is  silver  wire 
soldered  to  the  coins  and  strainer  as 
shown  in  the  illustrations.

Many  mementoes  survive  from  the 
War  Between  the  States  to  evoke  our 
nostalgia,  pique  our  curiosity  and 
strengthen  our  understanding  of  that 
crucial  point  in  American  history.  Nu¬ 
mismatists  in  particular  enjoy  a  vast 
panoply  of  tokens,  currency  and  arrest¬ 
ing  exonumia  available  for  study  and 
collecting.  One  highly  unusual  piece,' to 
be  featured  in  the  new  ANA  Museum 
temporary  exhibit,  "Financing  the  Civil 
War."  when  opened  this  past  summer, 
is  a  unique  and  historic  love  token  do¬ 
nated  by  Lucile  B.  Kehmeier. 

The  exhibit  will  include  items  not 
only  from  the  outstanding  ANA  collec¬ 
tion,  but  also  from  the  Museum  of  Ameri¬ 
can  Financial  History  (the  fine  traveling 
exhibit  "America,  Money  and  War:  Fi¬ 
nancing  the  Civil  War"),  the  Sanford 
Museum  and  Planetarium,  and  private 
collections.  It  presents  a  broad  array  of 
materials-forms  of  currencies,  economic 
documentation,  and  military  armaments 
and  equipage  that  were  the  raison  d'etre 
fro  the  fiduciary  measures.  Among  these 
traces  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  the 
Museum's  love  token  has  a  personal, 
poignant  story  to  tell. 

Like  most  pieces  of  its  kind,  our  love 
token  is  a  souvenir  created  by  polishing 
smooth  one  side  of  a  circulating  coin, 
then  adding  details  by  handwork.  It  was 
fashioned  from  an  1804  half-cent  piece 
(obverse  5,  "plain  4"  variety),  its  legend 
and  designs  on  the  reverse  completely 
executed  by  small  peck  marks  or  "pin 
pricks".  Its  inscription  reads  H.  S.  Curtis/ 
Bell  'Island /RichD.  VA.  1863,  with  deco¬ 
rative  ornamentation  above  and  below 
the  second  line. 

As  it  happens,  this  "Bell  Island" 
(usually  rendered  as  "Belle  Isle,"  situ¬ 
ated  in  the  James  River  in  Richmond) 
was  the  location  of  one  of  the  most  noto¬ 
rious  Confederate  prison  camps  for 
Union  troops.  Here,  under  atrocious  con¬ 
ditions  that  probably  were  exceeded  only 
at  the  Andersonville  Camp  in  Georgia, 
captives  who  were  not  exchanged  suf¬ 
fered  and  died  in  large  numbers  from 
starvation  and  disease. 


We  do  not  know  the  fate  or  status  of 
H.  S.  Curtis.  Why  or  for  whom  did  he 
create  his  love  token?  Was  he  a  pris¬ 
oner?  A  guard?  Did  he  survive?  Did  he 
succumb  like  so  many  to  the  horrible 
deprivation?  Was  he  one  of  the  cadaver¬ 
ous,  dying  men  whose  stark,  documen¬ 
tary  photographs  have  survived  to  haunt 
us?  After  1863  most  of  the  remaining 
prisoners  from  Belle  Isle  were  trans¬

ferred  to  Andersonville,  where,  in  what 
thus  became  in  effect  the  South's  fifth 
largest  city,  they  died  at  the  rate  of  1 1  per 
hour. 

Civil  War  prisoners  were  victims  of 
politics.  Early  on,  both  sides  routinely 
exchanged  captives.  Some  Southerners, 
however,  would  not  recognize  the  hu¬ 
man  rights  of  captured  Black  soldiers. 
They  would  not  exchange  them,  and  in 


some  cases,  would  not  even  permit  them 
to  live  if  they  surrendered.  General  Grant 
found  this  intolerable  and  refused  any 
exchanges  as  long  as  the  Confederates 
would  not  treat  Black  soldiers  equita¬ 
bly. 

Federal  policy  supported  this 
change,  since  the  North  could  do  with¬ 
out  the  manpower  represented  by  im¬ 
prisoned  captives  much  better  than 
could  the  South.  At  the  same  time,  the 
South  lacked  the  resources  to  care  for 
the  diet,  shelter,  and  sanitation  of  pris¬ 
oners.  The  Museum's  love  token  is  one 
of  the  few  reminders  of  some  of  the  most 
ghastly  aspects  of  America's  most  dev¬ 
astating  war.

Letter  to  the  editor 


The  photo  is  of  the  planed  and  exquisitely  engraved  reverse  of  an  1861  Liberty  Seated  Half  dollar.  The 
obverse  is  in  Extremely  Fine  condition.  No  diagnostic  signs  (die  cracks,  doubling,  etc.)  are  in  evidence  to  indicate  its  mint  or  origin 
-  although  I  intuitively  suspect  Philadelpia  because  of  the  strong  strike  and  the  rarity  of  New  Orleans  coins  of  this  date. 

The  engraving  features  Masonic  signs  and  symbols,  what  may  be  the  name  of  an  individual  (Whittlesey),  the  name  of  Great 
Bend,  a  lodge  or  chapter  number  (HRAC  No.  210)  and  the  date  of  June  20,  1867.  There  are  cities  named  Great  Bend  in 
Pennsylvania,  North  Dakota,  and  Kansas,  and  maybe  a  few  other  states  as  well.  Kansas  became  a  state  the  year  the  coin  was  struck, 
1861  -  is  there  a  connection? 

I’d  give  a  hearty  thanks  for  any  information  any  Love  Token  Society  member  can  provide. 

Once  I’ve  learned  all  I  can  about  the  coin  and  have  enjoyed  owning  it  for  a  while,  I  might  be  willing 
to  part  with  it.  Ideally  I’d  like  it  to  go  back  to  somewhere  near  its  city  of  origin  -  perhaps  even  to 
a  Mason,  a  member  of  #210  if  it’s  still  active.  Maybe  even  to  someone  with  the  name  of 
Whittlesey? 

I’d  love  to  hear  from  an  Love  Token  Society  member  who  can  lead  me  to  further 
enlightenment  on  the  origin  of  the  coin  and  the  significance  of  its  engravings.  Please  write  to  me 
at  1 295  Shaw  Avenue,  Suite  33 1 ,  Clovis,  California  936 1 2,  with  any  clue  no  matter  how  great  or 
small.

birds)  said  that  although 
I  had  the  wings  of  an 
eagle,  I  had  the  head  of  a 
hawk  and  the  body  of  a 
dove.  Oh  well,  you  can't  please  'em  all. 

"I  was  at  my  best  in  1794  on  that  first 
U.S.  hard  dollar.  See  how  young  and 
lean  I  was.  Oh  to  be  young  and  hand¬ 
some  again?  Since  then  I  have  had  shields 
on  my  breast,  olive  branches,  arrows, 
ray,  berries  and  all  sorts  of  junk  to  carry. 

I  think  my  greatest  moment  was  when 
Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  posed  me  in 
full  flight  above  a  rising  sun  on  the 
double  eagle  of  1907.  That  was  a  golden 
age,  my  friend. 

"I  rather  like  the  way  I  strut  on  the 
Walking  Liberty  half  dollar  (1917-1947) 
and  I  was  old  pro  enough  to  look  real 
cool  on  the  Peace  dollar,  no  wings  spread, 
no  junk  to  carry.  That  was  a  good  date 
but  I  wish  I  could  have  worked  that 
1894S  dime.  I  don't  work  for  dimes,  or 
nickels  either,  but  that  was  a  snap  job, 
only  24  minted." 

"How  did  you  become  our  national 
symbol,  how  did  you  get  into  the  sym¬ 
bol  business?  was  my  question. 

"Well,"  he  said  reflectively  "I 
worked  a  few  gigs  for  Colonial  coins  for 
New  York,  Massachusetts,  and  I  even 
applied  for  the  job  in  New  Jersey.  I  was 


beaten  by  a  horse,  but  he  only  beat  me  by 
a  head.  When  I  applied  for  the  job  at  the 
U.  S.  Mint  in  1793,  there  was  only  one 
other  applicant,  a  turkey  from  Philadel¬ 
phia.  Ben  Franklin  sent  him.  Ben  said  I 
was  a  cowardly  bird  of  prey  and  a 
robber  -  he  sure  knew  how  to  hurt  a  guy. 
Well,  what  can  you  do  with  a  guy  with 
square  glasses  who  gets  a  charge  out  of 
flying  a  kite  in  a  thunderstorm?  I  got  the 
job  and  the  turkey  wound  up  in  the 
soup." 

"Well,  Mr .  Eagle,  you  sure  have  had 
a  glorious  past"  I  said  "but  how  come 
you  are  not  represented  on  our  nation's 
Bicentennial  coins?"  I  asked,  figuring  it 
was  time  to  drop  the  big  one. 

The  feathers  went  up  on  the  back  of  Mr. 
Eagle's  head  and  he  looked  at  me  with 
an  eagle  eye  as  he  shrieked,  "How  would 
you  feel  if  you  worked  for  a  guy  for  200 
years  and  then  wasn't  even  invited  to 
his  birthday  party?" 

"The  last  job  I  did  was  with  Ike 
Eisenhower.  I  like  Ike  and  I  had  not 
worked  on  a  hard  dollar  for  35  years. 
The  part  I  don't  like  is  that  I  was  only  a 
symbol  of  the  Apollo  11  moon  module 

"Eagle"  which  made  the  first  land¬ 
ing  on  the  moon.  Imagine  me  represent¬ 
ing  a  bucket  of  transistors  and  now  I've 
been  replaced  by  a  busted  bell,  it's  mor¬ 
tifying? 

I'm  no  novice  at  working  commemo-

rative  gigs  either,  you  know.  I  worked 
the  Alabama  Centennial,  Arkansas  Cen¬ 
tennial.,  Connecticut  Tercentenary,  the 
Texas  Centennial  and  Iowa  Centennial, 
to  name  a  few.  I  took  on  a  real  modem, 
straight-line  look  for  the  Bridgeport 
Connecticut  Centennial,  which  I  worked 
with  P.T.  Bamum,  America's  greatest 
showman.

1  developed  this  recipe  for  a  dinner  that  was  sold  at  a  local  charity  auction  one  year. 

The  host  paid  $900 for  the  dinner,  which  I  cooked  for  ten  people;  I  thought  he  deserved  something  just  a  little  difj  it. 

2  cups  shredded  cooked  chicken  Dash  each  garlic  powder  &  onion  powder 

1  can  (  4oz.)  chopped  green  chilies,  drained  Dash  salt 

4  large  green  onions,  finely  chopped  1  package  (16  oz.)  wonton  wrappers 

1/3  cup  grated  Parmesan  cheese  Vegetable  oil  for  frying 


Combine  chicken,  chilies,  green  onions,  cheese,  garlic  and  onion  powders  and  salt  in  medium- 
size  bowl;  mix  well. 

Place  a  wrapper  on  counter  with  one  comer  facing  toward  you.  Put  about  1  teaspoon  chicken 
mixture  slightly  below  center  of  wrapper  and  fold  bottom  comer  up.  Fold  sides  in,  points  overlap¬ 
ping.  Wet  edges  to  seal.  Fold  final  comer  down,  to  resemble  an  envelope.  Wet  edges  slightly  to 
seal.  Repeat  with  remaining  chicken  and  wrappers. 

Deep-fry,  a  few  at  a  time,  until  golden  and  crispy  around  edges.  Drain  on  paper  towels;  serve 
hot.  Note:  Love  letters  are  good  plain,  but  they  are  also  good  served  with  sour  cream  and/or  a 
sweet-sour  sauce.  These  freeze  beautifully.  To  prevent  sticking,  spread  uncooked  wontons  on 
cookie  sheets  and  set  in  freezer  just  until  hard.  Do  not  thaw  before  frying.  If  desired,  they  can  be 
fried  several  hours  before  guests  arrive;  simply  reheat  in  a  400  F.  oven  for  5  to  10  minutes. 
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
